SAPA — A training programme for foreign affairs 
Officials, defence force members and non-governmental 
Organisations across southern Africa was launched in 
Johannesburg on Monday [16 October]. 


The Norwegian government is funding the five-year 
"Training for Peace in Southern Africa" project, run 
by the African Centre for the Constructive Resolution 
of Disputes (Accord), the Institute for Defence Policy 
and the Norwegian Institute for International Affairs 
(NUPI). 


Speaking at the launch in a central Johannesburg ho- 
tel, Norwegian Deputy Minister for Co-operation Asb- 
jorn Mathisen said this was the first time development 
assistance funds were being used for a project which 
combines security concerns with socio-economic devel- 
opment. 


This was part of the new thinking within the Norwegian 
government, whose 40 years of development experience 
showed traditional approaches rarely worked. 


Also speaking at the launch, Accord director Vasu 
Gounden said the initiative would attempt to "piggy- 
back" on the recent peace processes in South Africa, 
Angola and Mozambique. 


It would train members of the southern Africa’s for- 
eign affairs minisiries, defence forces and humanitarian 
NGOs in conflict prevention, resolution and peacekeep- 
ing to achieve effective co-operation between roleplay- 
ers and countries. 


The United Nations, Organisation for African Unity and 
Southern African Development Community supported 
the initiative, he added. (Words indistinct] spokesman 
said UN secretary-general Butrus Butrus-Ghali said in 
the latest UN report regional arrangements whereby 
personnel could quickly be mobilised was the best 
preparation for peacekeeping operations. 

Deputy Foreign Affairs Minister Aziz Pahad pledged the 
South African government’s support for the initiative, 
saying as this project achieved co-operation in southern 
Africa it could also reach other parts of Africa.

16 SAPA — Africa had no choice but to face the 
challenge of urbanisation, even as countries accelerated 
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their efforts at rural development and the vanquishing 
of rural poverty, secretary-general of the United Nations 
Conference on Human Settlements (Habitat II) Dr Wally 
N’ Dow said on Monday [16 October]. 


Speaking at the opening of the All-Africa Housing 
Ministers’ Conference at the World Trade Centre in 
Kempton Park, N’Dow said: "We must, so to speak, 
fight on two fronts simultaneously, and we must do 
so in such a way that our rural development strategies 
are complementary and mutually supportive. This is the 
challenge Africa faces at the turn of the century: it is 
what distinguishes it from other regions in the world." 


The conference is being held to list Africa’s housing 
problems before the international Habitat I] housing 
conference scheduled for June 3-14 in Istanbul, Turkey, 
next year. 


The deterioration of living conditions the world over 
prompted governments to call on the United Nations to 
hold Habitat II, 20 years after Habitat I. Habitat II’s aim 
is to draft a blueprint for urbanisation by 2000. [passage 
omitted] 


"For all the opportunity they [cities and towns] will 
offer, they will also be where the scourge of poverty, 
hunger, joblessness, disease and the social ilis which 
they give rise to — crime, violence, drug abuse, and all 
the other ills in a long litany — will increasingly have 
to be met and overcome," N’Dow said. 


Like most other early speakers at the conference, 
N’Dow stressed the need for private sector, non- 
government body, local government and _ public 
participation in solving the housing crisis. 


"The task is too big for governments to handle," he said. 
"In Africa this cannot be otherwise." 


Deputy President Thabo Mbeki, who officially opened 
the conference, said South Africa did not want to see 
only the building of houses, but also an improvement 
in the functioning of communities. 


This included the provision of adequate amenities like 
clean water, lighting, basic health care and educational 
opportunities. 


"This is where we differ from the past in South Africa. 
We want to see the development of healthy, functioning 
communities, communities close to work. We want to 
see cities reintegrating, breaking down class and colour 
barriers." 


A "cordon sanitaire" placed between whites and blacks 
needed to be replaced with houses, schools, public parks 
and amenities to help heal the wounds of the past, Mbeki

Prime Minister Explains Cabinet Reshuffle

Asked for the reasons behind the government reshuffle, 
the Burundian prime minister said that there was some 
incoherence within it, and a lack of the expected 
efficiency which did not reassure the people. He went 
on to say that there is a need for ministers who do not 
have too much ambition, who are less concerned with 
partisan positious, and who are more aware that they 
should work for and in the interests of everyone, and 
who are aware of the need to be really committed to the 
search for peace and security in our country.

(Nzeyimana] "It was equipment we had not seized 
before, notably radio transmitters and receivers, antitank

Major Nzeyimana was speaking to our colleague, Gas- 
pard Karegwa, who also asked the chief of general staff 
of the Armed Forces, Colonel Bikomagu, about the op- 
eration in Kibira Forest. 


[Bikomagu] "There is no front as such. The security 
forces are trying to track down armed gangs wherever 
they are. The provinces currently harboring the greatest 
number of assailants are those of Cibitoke and Bubanza, 
and parts of Bujumbura rural. The Armed Forces went 
there, and you have seen that we got a good haul, and 
finished the job. We shall persevere. We are grateful to 
the people who cooperated with us. 
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"We wish to call on the administrative authorities which 
are not Cooperating to do so, because we know that low- 
level committees, FDD committees, Front for National 
Liberation committees, and Party for the Liberation 
of the Hutu People committees largely hide behind 
the local administration. We call on the administrative 
authorities to change course for the good path so that 
the war can end as soon as possible." 


Col. Bikomagu affirmed that the people are increasingly 
Supporting the nationa) Army, but there are still some 
administrations [words ..distinct] by hiding assailants. 


[Bikomagu] "In most provinces, the people are cooper- 
aung properly with security forces. The rest are mainly 
in the provinces I mentioned. I call on them to change. 
If they do not, we now have the means of detecting 
them, and we believe that we shall win the war soon." 


Dismissed Officials Fear Tutsi Armed Forces

The wife of a Hutu official sacked on Tuesday [17 
October] from his post of head of Burundi’s intelligence 
services said she and her husband were afraid to walk 
in the streets of the capital, Burundi, after gendarmes 
surrounded their home for several hours. 


The incident came as a former foreign minister, Paul 
Munyembari, who is also a member of the country’s 
Hutu ethnic majority, said the Tutsi-dominated Armed 
Forces were seeking to stifle him and several other 
sacked officials for speaking out about massacres of 
Hutus. 


"I don’t know what they want of me, I only know 
that I’ve made a few enemies by freely expressing my 
opinions,” he said, adding that he was seeking to alert 
world public opinion to the situation in his country. 


Contacted by telephone from Nairobi, the wife of 
Audifax Ndabitoreye said gendarmes had surrounded 
the house in the early hours of Wednesday, but that they 
had later left, after the soldiers who routinely guarded 
the family had prevented them from entering. The 
gendarines reportedly had a warrant for Ndabitoreye’s 
arrest. She added that she and her husband had been 
terrified that the gendarmes were going to attack the 
house and kill them. 


Munyembari, who was fired as foreign minister on 
October 12, said he and his fellow-Hutus were being 
persecuted because of their membership of the Front 
for Democracy in Burundi (Frodebu), the party of head 
of state Sylvestre Ntibantunganya.

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Munyembari was replaced after pressure from the 
mainly Tutsi opposition, who were angry that he had 
supported U.S. Ambassador Robert Krueger when he 
denounced massacres of Hutus allegedly committed by 
the Armed Forces. The public prosecutor’s office and 
the Gendarmerie made no comment on the allegations 
or on the apparent attempt to arrest Ndabitoreye.

Bernard Kolelas, leader of the opposition Congolese 
Movement for Democracy and Integral Development 
{MCDDI] said today that the MCDDI does not envisage 
leaving the government despite the "financial mess.” 
Mr. Kolelas, who is also the leader of the opposition 
coalition, reported today that President Pascal Lissouba 
has expressed "concern about the persistent waste and 
embezzlement of public funds.” The MCDDI is one 
of the two opposition parties represented in General 
Joachim Yhombi-Opango’s government. 


Apart from the Ministry of Interior headed by Colonel 
Philippe Bikinkita who is Mr. Kolelas’s brother, the 
MCDDI is also in charge of the Ministry Delegate for 
State-Owned Corporations which is assigned to Luc- 
Daniel Adamo-Mateta, and the Ministry Delegate for 
Disaster Victims headed by Melanie Ibouritso. The 
second opposition party, the Rally for Democracy and 
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Social Progress of Jean-Pierre Thystere-Tchicaya is in 
charge of the Ministry Delegate for Decentralization. 


"As things stand now, we do not think that the time has 
come to leave the government. Leaving the government 
means Carrying out an act that might plunge the country 
into a bad situation,” Mr. Kolelas said in an interview 
with AFP, Mr. Kolelas pointed out that he has discussed 
poor public management with President Lissouba many 
times. "The head of state is aware of the financial 
mess, but it is difficult in the present context to make 
decisions that will have serious consequences," Mr. 
Kolelas siated. "When we notice that things are not 
improving, we will fully assume our responsibility and 
draw the conclusions,” Mr. Kolelas warned. 


The Congolese opposition leader added that he is 
satisfied with the presence of the MCDDI within the 
government. “Personally, I think that our ministers 
are behaving well,” Mr. Kolelas further stated, while 
stressing the need to observe “budgetary discipline.”

Bizimungu on Refugees, Reconciliation, Belgium

([FBIS Translated Text] [Braeckman] Some Rwandans 
have pointed out that the Belgians have been the last to 
renew contacts with Kigali. Are you satisfied with the 
talks you had with Secretary of State for Development 
Cooperation Reginald Moreels? 


[Bizimungu] The important thing is that cooperation 
with Belgium has been renewed, that is the crucial ele- 
ment which has come from our contacts with Belgium. 
As to the timing of this visit, I do not see where there 
is a problem.... 1 am very pleased. 


[Braeckman] During these meetings, did you also speak 
of the problem of regional security and the return of 
refugees? 


{Bizimungu] Certainly. We explained our policy and the 
various agreements we have signed on this subject with 
countries in the region. We repeated the Rwandan Gov- 
ernment’s position: All refugees must be able to return. 
We want this return, especially in order to facilitate rec- 
onciliation, which must involve an interaction between 
all Rwandans. And it would be a pity if some of those 
concerned by this process remained outside the country. 
We also spoke of security conditions in the region and 
the need to create a climate of confidence.

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(Braeckman] Does Rwanda support the idea of a re- 
gional conference on the refugee problem? 


(Bizimungu) Rwanda supports any step which helps 
speed up a solution to the problems, provided that this 
conference is carefully prepared, with a precise agenda, 
and is not simply folklore. 


(Braeckinan}] What could persuade refugees who lefi 
over a year ago to return? 


(Bizimungu] I believe that there are still many obstacles 
outside Rwanda, in particular on the part of former lead- 
ers who are continuing to control these refugees, to run 
a negative campaign by circulating fanciful or incorrect 
information. Yet every day at least 100 refugees, some- 
times even 500, return despite this negative campaign. I 
believe that with the resolutions we adopted in Geneva, 
Zaire, Rwanda and UNHCR, with the agreement we re- 
cently signed in Tanzania, we are going to set to work 
removing these obstacles. 


(Braeckman) Did you speak of problems of justice and 
security inside the country? 


(Bizimungu] We certainly spoke of justice. You know 
that Belgium is helping Rwanda to train lawyers; this is 
necessary because we lack human resources in this area 
and, in Rwanda, justice cannot operate normally if there 
are not enough personnel. We also spoke of the need to 
ensure security inside the country as it is important to 
reassure everybody. 


(Braeckman] But there are still arbitrary measures 
against certain persons? 


{Bizimungu]) You must know what you mean by arbi- 
trary: It is true that we are unable to respect, for ex- 
ample, the 48-hour period after which anyone arrested 
must appear before a judge. We are still in the process 
of building up the judicial institution. 

(Braeckman] Some Belgian politicians are saying that 
there is a need for dialogue with the representatives of 
the refugees. 


(Bizimungu] We have always had a dialogue with the 
refugees where this has been possible, except in ins 
camps where there was violence. 


The term dialogue is ambiguous: When people are 
embarrassed, when they do not dare say negotiation, 
they say dialogue. And why negotiate? About what? 
With whom? If these people want to negotiate they can 
come here and join in the political debate. That would 
also allow us to see who played a part in organizing the 
genocide last year and who is seeking to benefit from 
this so-called dialogue in order to return to their former 
posts or be granted amnesty. 
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The important thing for our society is to set up a 
government with a wide base, which means one which 
represents all social groups, Hutus, Tutsis, Protestants, 
Catholics, Muslims.... 


{Braeckman] Do you believe there are people outside 
the country with whom you could discuss matters, either 
as individuals or as leaders of certain groups? 


{Bizimungu] If they want to talk, why do they not come 
here? In fact they are the very people who are trying 
to prevent the return of refugees, and I am surprised 
that there are people in Belgium who support so-called 
Rwandan politicians who want to use the exile of their 
compatriots as a means of acquiring political posts. 


If these people are sincere they would do bettes to 
come here, so that the other Rwandans can follow their 
example and return to the country and so that we can 
commence the debate here, inside the country... 


{(Braeckman] The RPF [Rwandan Patriotic Front] is 
accused of monopolizing important posts, of dominating 
everything right down to the local level. 


[Bizimungu] We hold just six of the 22 government 
posts. Positions such as the prime minister, justice 
minister, education minister, and foreign minister are 
held by representatives of other parties, and these are 


very important jobs.... 


I repeat to those outside the country that if there is 
anyone who wants to become mayor, they had better 
return rather than accusing the RPF of keeping the post 
for itself. 


{Braeckman] Last Saturday you received an emissary 
from President Mobutu. What was the nature of the 
message he brought? 


{Bizimungu] President Mobutu informed us that he 
wanted to talk with Defense Minister and Vice President 
Paul Kagame in Gbadolite [village where Mobutu has 
his residence]. 


[Braeckman] What was the reply? 


(Bizimungu] The reply was that General Kagame was 
not there and that, as it was a matter of security 
and defense, we would be discussing all of this with 
President Mobutu when we meet at the United Nations 
in New York.

(FBIS Translated Text] The visit to Rwanda by Sec- 
retary of State for Development Cooperation Reginald 
Moreels ended calmly on Monday [16 October.] Bel- 
gium is no longer attaching any preconditions to the 
resumption of aid, but reserves the right to assess the 
unfolding situation in the light of values which the sec- 
retary of state holds dearly: respect for human rights 
(including in prisons) and the construction of a consti- 
tutional state. Moreels believes that preconditions are a 
trap if they are an excuse for doing nothing while wait- 
ing for the situation to improve, and believes that devel- 
opment can also be part of preventive diplomacy. This 
is why the cooperation committees will meet regularly 
and assess not just the projects but also developments 
in the country as a whole. 


On Monday morning, after a lengthy meeting with 
President Bizimungu, Moreels assembled no fewer 
than seven [Rwandan] ministers. At the bilateral level, 
with a least one billion Belgian francs allocated to 
projects spread over several years, Belgium is one of 
the leading donor countries, together with Germany 
and ihe Netherlands. Several ministers (health, justice, 
rehabilitation) are directly involved in Belgian aid. 


Moreels explained to all his interlocutors that he 
wanted to help all Rwandans, including former and 
new refugees and survivors, and that he had listened 
with particular attention to the moving testimony of the 
latter. In the immediate future however, the aid will go 
first to refugees whose return is a recognized priority: 
A major project to rehabilitate five districts will be 
launched on the Burundian border to create the right 
conditions for their return. 

In answer to criticism from those who believe that 
such a project principally benefits Hutu farmers who 
include those responsible for the slaughter in the region, 
Belgium replied that it will also be helping survivors 
in the towns of Kigali and Butare whose homes were 
destroyed: The UN development program has started 
on a construction project for 100,000 homes in the 
country’s principal towns, and Belgian cooperation will 
finance part of the program. 


The training of magistrates and officers for the judicial 
police, and equipment for the Justice Ministry, will 
remain a priority for Belgian aid, but Brussels promises 
to remain very attentive to the situation in the prisons, 
hoping to see a rapid improvement in the detention 
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conditions and perhaps some reduction in the pressure 
of numbers. This latter wish is perhaps utopian because 
if the refugees return in large numbers by the end of 
the year, the suspected guilty ones among them will 
probably be denounced and imprisoned. 


Belgian cooperation will pick up where it left off in 
concentrating in particular on agriculture and medical 
aid. Belgian cooperation has resumed aid for the Kigali 
hospital to which five doctors will be sent. But there 
will no longer be long-term aid workers ii Rwanda. 
They will be replaced by experis on short-term missions 
and on-the-spot training. The spirit of this cooperation 
also seems to have changed, first of all because the 
interlocutors know what they want and make this clear, 
also because the needs are much more extensive than 
iti the past, and finaliy because the time of pride and 
concealed motives seems to have passed. This time 
the two countries seem to want to establish relations 
between genuine partners who are being honest with 
each other. 


Five Arrested, One Kilied in Attempt To Escape

heavily armed Rwandans were arrested and a sixth 
killed during their arrest yesterday at Gisenyi in north- 
western Rwanda, as they attempted to return to Zaire 
after being charged with "destabilizing" Rwanda, Ra- 
dio Rwanda said today. They entered Rwanda on 28 
September and were hiding in the Gishwati forest. They 
were, however, arrested as they tried entering Zaire 
aboard a canoe because they were starving. 


The radio added that they confessed receiving orders 
to destabilize the country from one Major Nkirikina, a 
soldier of the former Rwandan Armed Forces [FAR] 
living in the Mugunga refugee camp, close to Goma in 
Zaire. They were to carry out an all-out destruction to 
show that there is no security in Rwanda. 


One of them admitted to being a FAR sergeant while 
the others are civilians who received military training. 
The FAR, made up entirely of the majority Hutu, were 
defeated by the Rwandan Patriotic Front ([RPF] Army, 
which brought the former Tutsi rebels into power. 


Thousands of FAR soldiers and Hutu militiamen, the 
"Interahamwe,” fled to Zaire last year, together with 
thousands of civilians fearing RPF reprisals, following 
the April-July massacre of at least 500,000 persons, 
mainly Tutsis and moderate Hutus. About 700,000 
Rwandan Hutu refugees still live in the Goma region, 
in eastern Zaire, while some 300,000 others live a little 
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further south, in the Bukavu area. Armed incursions into 
Rwanda from Zaire are regularly reported.

Mobutu Aide Publishes Book on Transition

The transition that has lasted for over five years in 
Zaire is just an arena “aimed at toppling or defending 
Mobutii.” “his is the observation made by Honore 
Ngbandla Nzambo, one of President Mobutu’s closest 
advisers, in a book entitled "Transition in Zaire: The 
Long Tunnel,” that has just been published in Kinshasa. 
For Mr. Ngbasida, the head of state’s special adviser on 
security, politicians and diplomats have been misled in 
the conception of the democratic transition that is aimed 
at laying the basis for the country’s future, and ending in 
general elections which are yet to be organized. "Many 
politicians and diplomats,” he writes, “have devoted all 
their energies to settling the fate of only one man. They 
are either in favor of or against Mobutu.” 

"Supporting Mobutu,” he continues in an unequivocal 
summary of the curreiti situation in Zaire, “means the 
status quo. Recommendicg his departure is tantamount 
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to impeding democracy. Opposing any idea of his means 
fighting against dictatorship.” "Before taking any diplo- 
matic stand,” he says, “certain Westein states reflect on 
its favorable or unfavorable effects on Mobutu.” The au- 
thor, who denies writing an apology of Marshal Mobutu, 
stresses that this attitude of politicians and certain West- 
ern countries — which he does not mention — has made 
the head of state “unavoidable” in the transition in Zaire. 


Mr. Ngbanda who further relates the various events 
that have marked the transiticn for the past five years 
from the sovereign national conference to the current 
government, bitterly observes that Zaire "is marching to 
the rhythm of the troika comprising France, Belgium, 
and the United States." "No Zairian Government is 
credible,” he says, “if it is not first accredited in Paris, 
Brussels, and Washington.” 


In a preface to the book, Congolese President Pascal 
Lissouba notes that “the Zairian political class today 
seems to be bogged down in a murky and unending 
transition.” "There is good reason for concern about the 
Situation that has been created in Zaire,” the Congolese 
president writes further. He wonders about the “real 
causes of the impasse,” and “the role that the big powers 
have played, and are still playing in the process to erode 
the central power.”

Ethiopia offered concrete evidence on the 
presence of these three in the Sudanese territory. | 
can assert that we found material evidence on Sudan's 
involvement three days after the incident. Our security 
and diplomaiic services monitored the leader of the 
operation arriving in Sudan through the border area of 
Jamila. Through our own channels, we followed that 
terrorist network inside Khartoum and in some camps. 


After some time, I sent a special message to Sudanese 
President "Umar al-Bashir and informed him of the de- 
tails of the criminals’ presence in the Sudanese territory. 
Sudan had always pledged to cooperate and respond fa- 
vurably. They continued to make such pledges and fi- 
nally told us that they were searching for those elements 
in the huge Sudanese territory. This even though we fa- 
cilitated their mission by specifying the places of those 
elements and their houses in Khartoum. 

Nevertheless, the Sudanese authorities gave us conflict- 
ing answers with authenticity impossible to determine. 
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This forced us to announce the results of the investi- 
gations, which emphasized Sudan's role in the crimi- 
nal operation. We have extremely serious information 
about the incident and Sudan's role in planning and im- 
plementing it. The time has not yet come to publish this 
information. We are hoping that the Sudanese regime 
will act rationally. Instead of accusing us of yielding to 
foreign pressure, the Sudanese regime should consider 
that we are eager not to accuse it officially and conclu- 
sively of involvement in tie incident. 


We are asking that Sudan hand over the three persuns 
without the conditions they repeatedly set through 
mediators. We reject the excuses [given by Sudan] 
that if those elements are extradited, then some sides 
will exploit the issue, especially since Sudan did in 
the past hand over terrorist Carlos to France. We do 
not think that Sudan will be subjected to sanctions 
or harassment if it turns in the three terrorists. All 
that we are asking is for Ethiopian justice to take its 
normal course by returning the three criminals to be 
tried in Ethiopia. Sudan and Ethiopia are linked by an 
agreement to extradite criminals, and this agreement 
must be respected.

The position of the U.S. was made known on Friday [13 
October] by Bush while addressing a workshop orga- 
nized by the National Organization for Civic Education 
and Election Monitoring, NOCEM, in Mukono. 
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Mr. Michael Southwick, the ambassador, was originally 
scheduled to address the workshop. However, Bush told 
the workshop participants that Southwick was unable to 
make it. Bush said lie was expressing views he shared 
with Southwick and the U.S. Government. 


The embassy, in the same statement, attacked chaka 
mchaka (politicization) courses, saying they should be 
suspended or stopped because they do not amount to 
civic education. Bush said the courses promoted one 
political view against others which are restricted at the 
moment. 


"The American ambassador, like any other foreigner, is 
free to give his views on our politics. But to think they 
can force us [to] change something that has been agreed 
on democratically is totally out of the question," said 
Museveni. "Uganda will pay for the elections whether 
our foreign friends give us aid or not," Museveni said. 


Bush said: "I cannot stand here and say that Uganda’s 
new Constitution lives up to the promise of the process 
that created it. Despite diligent efforts by some Con- 
stituent Assembly Delegates, (CADS) the Constitution 
nevertheless contains serious flaws." 


The envoy said his counterparts representing European 
missions in Uganda in June expressed concern that in 
the 20th century, it could be difficult to imagine that a 
new Constitution disregarded the universal declaration 
of human rights. He did not elaborate. He described 
Article 269, which restricts political party activities, as 
a blot on the Constitution which should be corrected at 
the earliest possible date. He said this article makes it 
hard to ensure free and fair elections. 


Museveni said if there were groups for which the 
ambassador was speaking, they could try lobbying 
through parliament for amendments in the Constitution. 
On whether government should stop chaka mchaka, 
Rugunda said the courses focus on increasing the 
awareness of the people of Uganda about their history, 
economy, democracy, geography, culture and other 
contemporary political issues.

He said the electoral law to be enacted by the interim

The DP secretary general Robert Kitariko said they may 
decide not to participate in the forthcoming elections 
if the electoral law to be enacted does not guarantee 
fair play.

Mandela said corruption needed to be eradicated in 
South Africa.

"You can change almost anyone through negotiations," 
Mandela said. "hat (honesty) is how we are to moralise 
this country." 


More than 1,300 people crammed into Parktown’s 
Temple Emmanuel to see the president and to meet and 
question African National Congress candidates running 
in the local government elections. 


Mandela said the ANC was committed to negotiating 
with other political parties and would not make the 
same mistake of single party rule, like neighboring 
Mozambique did for years. "We are saying to smaller 
parties that we will not make you rubber stamps. We 
will not make you part of the ANC." 


After an impromptu 45-minute speech to residents, 
Mandela took questions from the audience and listened 
to praises. In response to a question on what the govern- 
ment was doing about the recent spurt of taxi violence, 
Mandela urged the public to help the government and to 
remember that the problem was not simple. "The indus- 
try is flooded with pirate operators and there are those 
who have paid for licences. That alone creates tension. 
Police members are also involved in the taxi violence. 
You are sending criminals in to arrest criminals. No 
criminal will do that." He added that the real solution 
to the taxi violence problem was mobilising people. He 
said people should unite and protest against the vio- 
lence, much like he did many years ago when he joined 
others in walking from Alexandra to the city in defiance 
of hiked bus fares. 


Answering a question about illegal immigrants, Mandela 
said the government was aware that the flood of illegal 
immigrants was depriving South Africa’s five million 
unemployed of jobs. The policy of deportation would 
be maintained, Mandela said. 


He added the government was also trying to deal with 
the problem of crime, but the community, through 
policing forums, needed to get involved in stopping 
criminals.

Book Claims Nuclear Arsenal Not Destroyed

South Africa had more than the six atom bombs and one 
incomplete bomb officially admitted to by de Klerk, the 
book says. The bombs were destroyed on de Klerk’s 
instructions before last year’s general elections. 


The authors claim the world was fooled into believing 
the arsenal was destroyed. 


Speaking at the book’s launch at a Johannesburg hotel 
on Thursday, Hounam said there were potentially about 
"24 atomic weapons and more than 1,000 small tactical 
nuclear shells". He said sources had claimed "quite a lot 
of weapons" had been removed from the country, mostly 
to Israel and the United States. Some had remained 
in South Africa and, with military help, some devices 
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appeared to have fallen into the hands of right-wing 
extremists, creating for President Nelson Mandela a 
potential nuclear nightmare. Other weapons could not 
be accounted for, the journalists said. 


They said some nuclear devices were thought to be 
hidden on farms in Northern Province and were being 
kept to blackmail the Mandela government if the 
country descended into civil disorder. The authors 
Claimed they had discovered elements in the SA [South 
Africa] National Defence Force were co-operating with 
the right-wingers and that a large missile with a nuclear 
warhead was in the hands of a secret police unit.

Although Skweyiya refused to comment on the number 
of retrenchments expected next year, labour sources 
have put the figure at 60,000 out of a total of 1.2-million 
nationwide.

The acrimony between the ANC and the IFP has also 
ensured that KwaZulu-Natal will be the only province 
that will not be able to hold any local government 
elections in two weeks’ time. Wrangling between the 
two parties at local level has led to delays in the 
demarcation of outer boundaries and the delimitation 
of wards. 


And the IFP’s strategy of “institutional conflict" with 
the central Government has seen it launch a Constitu- 
tional Court challenge against the Local Government 
Transition Act, a move which may even jeopardise the 
holding of the local government elections on the March 
27 rescheduled date. 


The recently concluded sitting was a crucial one in the 
IFP’s quest for political autonomy for KwaZulu-Natal 
as the IFP-determined deadline of December 31 for the 
passing of the constitution approaches. The IFP caucus 
went into the session armed with instructions from the

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disregard the multiparty negotiated constitution and ram 
through the party’s hardline Green Paper. 


The Green Paper contains, among other things, a set 
of constitutional principles that envisage a provincial 
militia and a semi-autonomous judiciary for KwaZulu-

The collapse of the IFP’s plan to ram through its 
proposals and the bad blood it as bred between itself 
and other parties has set the process back significantly. 
While the pro-federalist National Party and Democratic 
Party were previously prepared to work with the IFP in 
drafting a highly federal constitution, they have balked 
at the IFP’s proposals which they believe go too far. 


The Pan Africanist Congress, which has traditionally 
sided with the IFP on most matters, now finds itself in 
bed with the ANC whose unitary state policies are in 
line with national PAC policy. 


The Constitutional Committee will this week begin 
salvaging the constitution-drafting process ahead of the 
next sitting next month. It will attempt to marry the 
two documents, a task that will prove arduous. Making 
life difficult for the constitution drafters is the fact that 
the IFP’s ruling National Council has given the party’s 
negotiation no room to manoeuvre. 


Should the constitution fail to go through this year, it 
is likely the IFP will call for a vote of no confidence 
in the provincial government and force a provincial 
election early next year.

It plans a service for a market that does not 
exist. The result, however, does have a positive side — 
namely, that whites are beginning to realize that they 
too can decide what they want. 


"The SABC will find out that those people who no 
longer want to view its programs also will not pay their 
license fees. They will instead give their fees to Radio 
Pretoria, Radio Vryheid [freedom], and Radio Koppies 
{hills} and to other Boer-owned stations so that we can 
soon start our own television service,” Mocke said. 


It is expected that the SABC’s viewership figures will 
drop further in the foreseeable future.

Monitoring Group], the U.S. Inter-Agency Task Force,

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(UN Observer Mission in Liberia], and the Liberian 
Council of State. 

On its findings after meeting the UN team, Dr. Chambas 
realized that the success of the donor pledging confer- 
ence depends to a very large extent on the coordination 
of the efforts of the United States the United Nations, the 
European Union, ECOWAS, and the Liberian National 
Transitional Government. In this regard, the ECOWAS 
chairman and the UN secretary general should work out 
a common strategy for the pledging conference in order 
to achieve the required impact. 


Specifically, Dr. Chambas said UNOMIL’s expected 
target at the conference is between $60 to $70 million 
while ECOMOG’s target is between $90 to $100 
million. He, however, hinted that pledging has not 
yet started. The deputy foreign minister regretted that 
the expressions of some of the warlords have led to 
the creation of artificial tension. One could not say 
what actually led to the recent skirmishes in Gbarnga. 
The cease-fire violation committee, Dr. Chambas noted, 
should not be impeded in its efforts to investigate 
breaches of the existing cease-fire. 


Touching on the delegation’s meeting with Council of 
State members, Dr. Chambas said disarmament should 
be the primary responsibility of ECOMOG with UN- 
OMIL handling demobilization. The Liberian National 
Transitional Government should be responsible for the 
reintegration phase of the peace process. He said as 
spelled out before the holding of the donors pledging 
conference, ECOMOG was anxious to deploy fully be- 
fore the end of this month. The deployed ECOMOG sol- 
diers would need food, and the international community 
would, therefore, be expected to help in that direction. 
The delegation was of the opinion that Liberians are ex- 
pecting the United Nations to adopt in Liberia the same 
disarmament process it implemented in Mozambique.

Beko Ransome-Kuti has never hidden his 
contempt for dictatorship in Nigeria and he’s always 
made it open and his criticisms open. So I don’t see 
any reason why he would now get involved in any 
Clandestine opposition against the regime he’s been 
known to criticize publicly. 


[Wells] The work of Campaign for Democracy and 
other opposition in Nigeria, if it’s reduced to commu- 
nication such as this — a mere trickle, a letter sneaked 
out from prison — doesn’t it mean that such groups 
— Campaign for Democracy — have been effectively 
crushed in Nigeria? 
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[Fayemi] I don’t think thai is what it means. Certainly, 
that is the intention: To crush legitimate opposition 
against the regime.

The 
newspaper, founded in 1980, belongs to millionaire 
politician Chief Moshood Abiola currently detained on 
treason charges after declaring himself president on the 
basis of June 12, 1993 presidential which he claimed 
to have won.

Army Clashes With Rebels; Six Soldiers Drown

{Begin Sillah recording] Six soldiers from the naval 
wing of the Sierra Leone Army in Bunce Island are 
feared drowned while one other sustained gunshot 
wounds following a battle between the Army and rebels 
of the Revolutionary United Front in the town of 
(Yiagoye) in the Bunce District. 


Reports of the incident which happened on Monday 
{16 October] but which only surfaced late last evening 
Say government forces from Bunce, acting on a tip-off, 
swarmed to (Yiagoye) aboard their naval gunboat in 
search of enemy forces said to have infiltrated the area. 
After a search of the area that lasted a couple of hours, 
the troops, satisfied that there were no rebels in the 
area, decided to retreat back to their anchored gunboat. 
It was at this point that the rebels who, ostensibly, 
had concealed themselves in an obscure area of a 
surrounding thicket, then opened random fire on troops 
with automatic weapons. 


The six soldiers, including a corporal, apparently in a 
bid to escape the fire, are said to have plunged into the 
sea, and have since not resurfaced. A.iother soldier was 
shot on the leg. Troops, however, managed to revamp 
their reason [as heard], and fought back doggedly to 
repel the rebels. There have, however, been no casualty 
figure on the rebel side. 


Meanwhile, military sources in Bo intimated here this 
morning that search parties have since been organized in 
the area to retrieve the bodies of the drowned soldiers.
